Eugibh Suniuiaiy. 

For sometime boforo the Spanish 
revolution actually commoncod, the 
aBpect ot affairs in Spain had been 
attracting attention in England. Some 
of the Carlist generals have lor years 
past resided in London, and rumor 
has been busy win their names in 
connection with a ohango in the 
Spanish dynasty at intervals since 
1848, bnt if we mry jud K o from the 
tone of tho English journalists, writ- 
ing at a time when the revolution wufl 
imminont, the Carlists aro not likely 
to take any part in the agitation 
against Queen Isabella. Tho grandsons 
ot Don Carlos, who are the represen- 
tatives of tho Spanish Bourbons, havo 
fallen into disrepute oven with their 
own adherents. It is possible that 
they migut no; govern Spain worse 
then Quoon leabolla, but tboy would 
appear to bo utterly incap tblo of good; 
bigots with less judgment, loss toler- 
anoo, and less talent tban has ordin- 
arily attuohed to tho Bourbon nice. 
In Franco there aro symptoms of an 
Anti -Napoleonic feeling gaining 
ground, tho opposition having been 
victorious in several elections which 
have lately taken place. So much 
does the state of Napoleon's health 
affeot the politics of France that tho 
different parties that havo scarcoly 
been heard of lor the last ten years, 
are again floating to tho surface. 
Legitimists, Orleanists, and Eepubli- 
oanB, are said to bo making oommon 
cause so far as strengthening tho 
Frenoh opposition gooa, at loast so 
Bay that portion of tho English press 
which do not favor tbo Imporial policy. 
Thoso who do not boliove in Napoleon 
111, incline to tho idea that ho will be- 
fore long get up an entangloment with 
Prussia, .for the eako of maintaining 
ordor at home. There certainly aot-ms 
to be distrust amongst the continental 
powers just now, and tho symptoms 
are not unlike wbai they wore more 
than twenty years ago. Whatever 
may be the troubles on tho continent, 
it seems unlikely that Great Britain 
■will bo dragged into taking part there- 
in. The English peoplo aro to a man 
in favor of peace; notably so, when 
we see pugilism put down with a high 
iand. Allen, tho man who wus en- 
gaged to fight with Goss for the 
championship, was bound over by S r 
Thomas Henry, tbo senior Mo'ropoli- 
tan Magi-trato, in very hoa^y bail to 
keep the peace, so heavy that, to quo'o 
from tho Daily Telegraph, "the pay of 
a regiment tor a week would not reim- 
burse tbe pugilistio philanthropbUtB 
who should go bail for Mr Henry 
Allen, and then break tho terms of 
their bond." What a chango since 
the time when poor Tom Sayors 
fongbt ELeenan under the patronago 
of the leading Lords and Commons, and o 
Kill greater change tines less tliao thirty 
jeara ago a noted ex-pugilist touk his teat 
in tbe HoUBe ol Commons within two years 
of his last prize Ouht. There bus been a 
second railway accident within a few weeks, 
and wiibm a few mileB of tbe scene of ibe 
tenible caeaattophe of Aberyle, which showB 
that tho pystem of visiting the siua of the 
Railway Companies or directors upon tbe 
pointsmen or breaksmen is not eltogelher 
satisfactory. The public feeling being now 
roused thoroughly against the mismanage- 
ment of railways, there seems to be a pros- 
pect of Government interference of some 
kind. The Thames embankment, which wus 
opened some time ago from Wostmioster 
bridge to Essex street, doea not appear lo 
be the pleasant proinenaue for tbo elite ol 
the West Strand end Parliament street that 
it was expected to be; the roughs and pick- 
pockets have always hud u. h.inlterirg aftor 
the banks of the Thame.'', and they seem 
loth to giro up tbe loculity. Willi the great 
Increase iq tbe Dumber ol theatrical etiler- 
tainmoota in London, tbo legitimate drama 
■eomu to be taking tbe p'aee, to a certain 
extent, of spectacle aud burlesque In 
musio, cheap concerts still hold their own, 
that is to say, the bulls devoted to them are 
crammed and the proprietors continue to 
make a living, whicb is more tban can be 
said of the bighor grades of music j for Mr 
Wm Harrison, who, in conjunction with 
Miss Pyn», abont fifteen years ngo, made o 
gallant attempt to fou'd uu English' opera, 
after varied seasons of struggle, of bono and 
disappointment, has finally RQCOQ'mbed lo 
fortune — ho is absolutely ruinuiJ, he and his 
family ure without means ; fortunately thppe 
who belong to tho guild will not let a bro- 
ther w aut if they can help him. Shirley 
Brooks comes out in his own piculiar plea- 
sant style in ub appeal lor BSdsiaoce lor Mr 
IJarriaou. At a chari'able fet« wtiioli took 
place near London a etwrl tune ago n oov -1 
(how was introduced. Ladies entered into 
the lists to competo lor prizes — diatBo'nd 
rings, boxes of gloves mid the like, which 
Were awarded by a committee of gentlemen 
to the ladies who oi.u il show tho most ex- 
quiaiteb shaped and delicately lorrned bunds.
